Connection of New Orleans 
and Texas by Rail. 


New ORLEANS, March 17, 187%. 

Editer Reeord :—As you have had 
several articles of late i1 reference 
to New Orleans, you and your read. 
ers mav be interested in) knowing 
that measures have at last been takeu 
the railroad commun 
cation between it and Texas. The 
importance of this measure can 
scarce ly be over estimated. It has 
heen the dream of New Orleans, and 
I may say of Texas also, for more 
than twenty five years. Both ends 
of the road had been begun before 
the war, the Texas end from Ilous 
ton to the Sabine, one hundred and 
eivht miles, and the New Orieans 
oan from the city to Biswick’s Bax, 
eighty miles, But for the war, the 
gap would have been filled up & 
dezen years The reign of 
plunder which sucGeeded the war, 
prevent danvthing from bemg done. 
also, has “at length passed 
away, and contracts were, last 
month, entered into for the com- 
piction of the entire road from New 
Orleans to Houston witbin a period 
of eighteen months. The details 
appear from the following clipped 
from a city paper: 

The Morgan City Reriee says, that by 
the tripartite ngreement recently entered 
into by Morgan's Loui-iaua and ‘Texas 
Railroad and Steamship Company a party 
of the first part. the Louisiana Western 
Railroad as purty of the second part, and 
the Texas and New Orleans Railroad as 
party of the third part, the Morgan Com- 
pany Company contracts to build, equip 
and put in good ranning order, the road 
trom Morgan City to Vermillionville : the 
Louisiana Western contricts to build and 
equip the road and put it in good ramming 
order from Vermillionville to Orange on 
the Sabine; and the Texas and New Or- 
leans Company contract to fullyequip and 
put its road in good running order from 
Orange to Houston. The parties further 
bind themselves that the work they have 
respectively undertaken shall be com- 
vl teal, one-third in six months, two-thirds 
ii twelve months «and 4he balanee tm 
eighteen months trom the date of agree 
ment, hist month,
